In many of these instances, the “action” 


is in the form of local ordinances prohibiting the sale of cer- 
tain types of comic books to minors. 

That is censorship. And we are not seeing things under 
the bed when we say newspapers should fight for the re- 
moval of these laws or they may live to regret it. 


Take Rochester, N. Y.,

adopted an ordinance making the sale of certain lurid comic 
books illegal to persons under 18 years old. The proscribed 
publications include those in which there is prominently fea- 
tured “an account of crime” or “which depicts by use of draw-
